Production  of  titanium  ingot  totaled  49.5  million  pounds  in  1970. 
This  represented  a  decrease  from  the  57.0  million  pounds  pro- 
duced in  1969.  Likewise,  consumption  of  titanium  ingot  also 
showed  a  decrease  from  54.3  million  pounds  in  1969  to  47.4 
million  pounds  in  1''70.  A  decrease  was  also  reflected  in  net 
shipments  of  mill  products  from  31.9  million  pounds  in  1969 
to  29.0  million  pounds  in  1970.

LIMITATIONS  ON  THE  COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND  DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 


Generally,  it  is  somewhat  easier  to  find  a 
reasonable  statistical  basis  for  a  comparison 
of  exports  with  domestic  output  than  for  a 
comparison  of  imports  with  domestic  output. 
Aside  from  the  differences  in  the  basic  com- 
modity classifications  used,  there  are  a  sub- 
stantial number  of  imported  commodities  which 
are  not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  are 
produced  in  very  small  quantities.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  merchandise  exported  from  the 
United  States  is  ordinarily  produced  in  this 
country  and  reflects  items  important  in  output. 

There  are  other  problems  affecting  the 
comparability  of  the  three  sets  of  data.  Dif- 
ferences in  methods  of  valuation  is  perhaps  the 
principal  such  problem.  There  may  be  elements 
of  duplication  in  output  data  but  not  in  imports 
or  exports;  low-value  transactions  are  excluded 
from  data  for  individual  export  and  import 
commodity  classifications;  and  a  small  portion 
of  manufacturing  output  is  not  allocated  to 
detailed  commodity  lines.  All  of  these  factors 
affect  comparability  to  some  degree.  For  these 
reasons  the  relationships  shown  in  this  report 
should  be  considered  as  only  approximations. 

(a)  Valuation.  -  -  Domestic  producers'  ship- 
ments, or  production,  are  usually  valued  at  the 
point  of  production- -the  factory,  mine,  or  farm. 

On  the  other  hand,  exports  are  by  defini- 
tion valued  at  the  point  of  exportation- -seaport, 
border  point,  or  airport.  Export  values  are  the 
selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  include 
expenditures  for  freight,  insurance,  and  other 
charges  to  the  export  point. 

Further,  the  exporters'  trade  margin 
above  costs  increases  the  export  values  com- 
pared with  producers'  values.  Information  on 
the  magnitude  of  this  incremental  margin  on 
a  commodity-by-commodity  basis  is  not  avail- 
able. 

The  dollar  value  shown  for  imports  in  the 
basic  statistics  is  defined  ordinarily  as  the 
market  value  in  the  foreign  country  and  excludes 
U.S.  import  duties,  transportation,  insurance, 
and  other  costs.  In  actual  practice  only  the 
values  reported  for  imports  subject  to  an  ad 
valorem  rate  of  duty  (accounting  for  10  to  15 
percent  of  total  imports)  tend  to  conform  to 
this  definition.  For  other  imports,  the  reported 
values  may  inadvertently  include  ocean  freight; 
intracompany  shipments  may  reflect  arbitrary 
values;  etc. 

Thus,  import  values  tend  to  understate 
the  unit  prices  at  which  imported  goods  are 
sold  in  the  U.S.  market,  in  that  they  do  not 
cover  transportation,  insurance  costs,  import 
duties,  and  other  costs.  By  the  same  token, 
the  total  value  of  imports  relative  to  domestic 
output  tends  to  be  understated  if  viewed  at  the 
point  of  entry  into  the  U.S.  market.  The 
calculated  value  of  import  duties  is  shown 
separately  for  each  commodity  line  in  the  table. 


but  sufficient  information  is  not  available  on  the 
transportation,  insurance,  and  other  costs  for 
individual  commodities  for  those  costs  to  be 
shown  in  this  report. 

(b)  Duplication  in  quantity  and  value  of 
output. --Because  producers'  shipments  of  some 
commodities  may  be  used  as  materials  for 
incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combina- 
tions of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain 
a  certain  amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  per- 
centages of  exports  to  output  or  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  4-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be 
understated. 

Where  the  duplication  is  known  to  be 
substantial,  the  output  data  are  appropriately 
noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low-value  export  and  import  trans- 
actions. -  -Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for 
individual  imports  valued  under  $251.  For  ex- 
ports, commodity  information  is  not  reported  for 
shipments  individually  valued  under  S251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100 
prior  to  October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have 
only  negligible  effect  on  the  statistics  for  the 
bulk  of  the  commodities. 

(d)  Manufacturers'  shipments,  not  speci- 
fied by  kind.- -The  value  of  manufacturers' 
shipments  at  the  4-digit  commodity  level  often 
includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  5-digit  product  classes. 
Export  and  import  percentages  at  the  more 
detailed  levels  might  thus  be  slightly  overstated. 

(e)  Time  lag  between  output  and  exports. -- 
There  will  sometimes  be  a  lag  between  the  time 
a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by  the 
producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported. 
The  time  lag  will  usually  be  greater  if  the 
merchandise  moves  through  intermediaries 
(wholesalers,  exporters)  rather  than  directly 
from  producers  into  the  export  market.  Ordi- 
narily, this  type  of  discrepancy  would  not  be 
very  important  in  annual  figures. 

(f)  "Direct"  vs  "total"  commodity  ex- 
ports.--The  commodity  export  data  in  this  report 
represent  direct  exports  of  those  commodities. 
They  do  not  include  the  exports  of  the  com- 
modities which  are  incorporated  into  other, 
more  finished  products  and  exported  in  finished 
form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports, 
the  relation  of  exports  to  output  for  intermediate 
products,  such  as  steel  shapes  and  forms,  is 
considerably  understated.  The  figure  for  steel 
exported  as  such,  does  not  include  steel  incor- 
porated in  automobiles,  tractors,  etc.,  which 
are  also  exported. 

(g)  Used  commodities. --With  a  few  excep- 
tions,  used  or  rebuilt  commodities  are  classified 
in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  as  is  new 
merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated 
to  the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are 
significant  in  trade.

SUMMARY 

Production  of  titanium  ingot  totaled  36.7  million  pounds  in  1971. 
This  represented  a  decrease  from  the  49.5  million  pounds  pro- 
duced in  1970.  Likewise,  consumption  to  titanium  ingot  also 
showed  a  decrease  from  47.4  million  pounds  in  1970  to  34.0  mil- 
lion pounds  in  1971.  A  decrease  was  also  reflected  in  net  ship- 
ments of  mill  products  from  29.0  million  pounds  in  1970  to 
22.5  million  pounds  in  1971. 

COVERAGE 

Table  2  provides  a  comparison  for  data  on  domestic  output  (net 
shipments),  imports,  and  exports.  This  table  provides  a  con- 
venient means  for  comparing  domestic  and  foreign  trade  in 
titanium  mill  products.

LIMITATIONS  ON  THE  COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT.  AND  DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 


Generally,  it  is  somewhat  easier  to  find  a 
reasonable  statistical  basis  for  a  comparison 
of  exports  with  domestic  output  than  for  a 
comparison  of  imports  with  domestic  output. 
Aside  from  the  differences  in  the  basic  com- 
modity classifications  used,  there  are  a  sub- 
stantial number  of  imported  commodities  which 
are  not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  are 
produced  in  very  small  quantities.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  merchandise  exported  from  the 
United  States  is  ordinarily  produced  in  this 
country  and  reflects  items  important  in  output. 

There  are  other  problems  affecting  the 
comparability  of  the  three  sets  of  data.  Dif- 
ferences in  methods  of  valuation  is  perhaps  the 
principal  such  problem.  There  may  be  elements 
of  duplication  in  output  data  but  not  in  imports 
or  exports;  low-value  transactions  are  excluded 
from  data  for  individual  export  and  import 
commodity  classifications;  and  a  small  portion 
of  manufacturing  output  is  not  allocated  to 
detailed  commodity  lines.  All  of  these  factors 
affect  comparability  to  some  degree.  For  these 
reasons  the  relationships  shown  in  this  report 
should  be  considered  as  only  approximations. 

(a)  Valuation.  -  -Domestic  producers'  ship- 
ments, or  production,  are  usually  valued  at  the 
point  of  production- -the  factory,  mine,  or  farm. 

On  the  other  hand,  exports  are  by  defini- 
tion valued  at  the  point  of  exportation- -seaport, 
border  point,  or  airport.  Export  values  are  the 
selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  include 
expenditures  for  freight,  insurance,  and  other 
charges  to  the  export  point. 

Further,  the  exporters'  trade  margin 
above  costs  increases  the  export  values  com- 
pared with  producers'  values.  Information  on 
the  magnitude  of  this  incremental  margin  on 
a  commodity-by-commodity  basis  is  not  avail- 
able. 

The  dollar  value  shown  for  imports  in  the 
basic  statistics  is  defined  ordinarily  as  the 
market  value  in  the  foreign  country  and  excludes 
U.S.  import  duties,  transportation,  insurance, 
and  other  costs.  In  actual  practice  only  the 
values  reported  for  imports  subject  to  an  ad 
valorem  rate  of  duty  (accounting  for  10  to  15 
percent  of  total  imports)  tend  to  conform  to 
this  definition.  For  other  imports,  the  reported 
values  may  inadvertently  include  ocean  freight; 
intracompany  shipments  may  reflect  arbitrary 
values;  etc. 

Thus,  import  values  tend  to  understate 
the  unit  prices  at  which  imported  goods  are 
sold  in  the  U.S.  market,  in  that  they  do  not 
cover  transportation,  insurance  costs,  import 
duties,  and  other  costs.  By  the  same  token, 
the  total  value  of  imports  relative  to  domestic 
output  tends  to  be  understated  if  viewed  at  the 
point  of  entry  into  the  U.S.  market.  The 
calculated  value  of  import  duties  is  shown 
separately  for  each  commodity  line  in  the  table. 


but  sufficient  information  is  not  available  on  the 
transportation,  insurance,  and  other  costs  for 
individual  commodities  for  those  costs  to  be 
shown  in  this  report. 

(b)  Duplication  in  quantity  and  value  of 
output.  -  -  Because  producers'  shipments  of  some 
commodities  may  be  used  as  materials  for 
incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combina- 
tions of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain 
a  certain  amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  per- 
centages of  exports  to  output  or  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  4-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be 
understated. 

Where  the  duplication  is  known  to  be 
substantial,  the  output  data  are  appropriately 
noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low-value  export  and  import  trans- 
actions. -  -Commodity  information  is  not  shownfor 
individual  imports  valued  under  $251.  For  ex- 
ports, commodity  information  is  not  reported  for 
shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100 
prior  to  October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have 
only  negligible  effect  on  the  statistics  for  the 
bulk  of  the  commodities. 

(d)  Manufacturers'  shipments,  not  speci- 
fied by  kind.- -The  value  of  manufacturers' 
shipments  at  the  4-digit  commodity  level  often 
includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  5-digit  product  classes. 
Export  and  import  percentages  at  the  more 
detailed  levels  might  thus  be  slightly  overstated. 

(e)  Time  lag  between  output  and  exports. -- 
There  will  sometimes  be  a  lag  between  the  time 
a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by  the 
producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported. 
The  time  lag  will  usually  be  greater  if  the 
merchandise  moves  through  intermediaries 
(wholesalers,  exporters)  rather  than  directly 
from  producers  into  the  export  market.  Ordi- 
narily, this  type  of  discrepancy  would  not  be 
very  important  in  annual  figures. 

(f)  "Direct"  vs  "total"  commodity  ex- 
ports.--The  commodity  export  data  in  this  report 
represent  direct  exports  of  those  commodities. 
They  do  not  include  the  exports  of  the  com- 
modities which  are  incorporated  into  other, 
more  finished  products  and  exported  in  finished 
form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports, 
the  relation  of  exports  to  output  for  intermediate 
products,  such  as  steel  shapes  and  forms,  is 
considerably  understated.  The  figure  for  steel 
exported  as  such,  does  not  include  steel  incor- 
porated in  automobiles,  tractors,  etc.,  which 
are  also  exported. 

(g)  Used  commodities. --With  a  few  excep- 
tions,  used  or  rebuilt  commodities  are  classified 
in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  as  is  new 
merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated 
to  the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are 
significant  in  trade.

DESCRIPTION  OF   SURVEY 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  collected 
on  Form  BDCF-263,  "Titanium  Metal,"  and  rep- 
resent complete  coverage  of  the  26  producing 
companies.

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SUMMARY 

Production  of  titanium  ingot  totaled  40.5  million  pounds  in 
1972.  This  represented  an  increase  from  the  36.7  million 
pounds  produced  in  1971.  Likewise,  consumption  of  titanium 
ingot  also  showed  an  increase  from  34.0  million  pounds  in 
1971  to  39.0  million  pounds  in  1972.  An  increase  was  also 
reflected  in  net  shipments  of  mill  products  from  22.5  million 
pounds  in  1971  to  25.3  million  pounds  in  1972.

LIMITATIONS  ON  THE  COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT.  IMPORT.  AND  DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 


Generally,  it  is  somewhat  easier  to  find  a 
reasonable  statistical  basis  for  a  comparison 
of  exports  with  domestic  output  than  for  a 
comparison  of  imports  with  domestic  output. 
Aside  from  the  differences  in  the  basic  com- 
modity classifications  used,  there  are  a  sub- 
stantial number  of  imported  commodities  which 
are  not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  are 
produced  in  very  small  quantities.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  merchandise  exported  from  the 
United  States  is  ordinarily  produced  in  this 
country  and  reflects  items  important  in  output. 

There  are  other  problems  affecting  the 
comparability  of  the  three  sets  of  data.  Dif- 
ferences in  methods  of  valuation  is  perhaps  the 
principal  such  problem.  There  may  be  elements 
of  duplication  in  output  data  but  not  in  imports 
or  exports;  low-value  transactions  are  excluded 
from  data  for  individual  export  and  import 
commodity  classifications;  and  a  small  portion 
of  manufacturing  output  is  not  allocated  to 
detailed  commodity  lines.  All  of  these  factors 
affect  comparability  to  some  degree.  For  these 
reasons  the  relationships  shown  in  this  report 
should  be  considered  as  only  approximations. 

(a)  Valuation.  -  -Domestic  producers'  ship- 
ments, or  production,  are  usually  valued  at  the 
point  of  production- -the  factory,  mine,  or  farm. 

On  the  other  hand,  exports  are  by  defini- 
tion valued  at  the  point  of  exportation- -seaport, 
border  point,  or  airport.  Export  values  are  the 
selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  include 
expenditures  for  freight,  insurance,  and  other 
charges  to  the  export  point. 

Further,  the  exporters'  trade  margin 
above  costs  increases  the  export  values  com- 
pared with  producers'  values.  Information  on 
the  magnitude  of  this  incremental  margin  on 
a  commodity-by-commodity  basis  is  not  avail- 
able. 

The  dollar  value  shown  for  imports  in  the 
basic  statistics  is  defined  ordinarily  as  the 
market  value  in  the  foreign  country  and  excludes 
U.S.  import  duties,  transportation,  insurance, 
and  other  costs.  In  actual  practice  only  the 
values  reported  for  imports  subject  to  an  ad 
valorem  rate  of  duty  (accounting  for  10  to  15 
percent  of  total  imports)  tend  to  conform  to 
this  definition.  For  other  imports,  the  reported 
values  may  inadvertently  include  ocean  freight; 
intracompany  shipments  may  reflect  arbitrary 
values;  etc. 

Thus,  import  values  tend  to  understate 
the  unit  prices  at  which  imported  goods  are 
sold  in  the  U.S.  market,  in  that  they  do  not 
cover  transportation,  insurance  costs,  import 
duties,  and  other  costs.  By  the  same  token, 
the  total  value  of  imports  relative  to  domestic 
output  tends  to  be  understated  if  viewed  at  the 
point  of  entry  into  the  U.S.  market.  The 
calculated  value  of  import  duties  is  shown 
separately  for  each  commodity  line  in  the  table.

(b)  Duplication  in  quantity  and  value  of 
output.  -  -  Because  producers'  shipments  of  some 
commodities  may  be  used  as  materials  for 
incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combina- 
tions of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain 
a  certain  amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  per- 
centages of  exports  to  output  or  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  4-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be 
understated. 

Where  the  duplication  is  known  to  be 
substantial,  the  output  data  are  appropriately 
noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low-value  export  and  import  trans- 
actions. -  -Commodity  information  isnot  shownfor 
individual  imports  valued  under  $251.  For  ex- 
ports, commodity  information  is  not  reported  for 
shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100 
prior  to  October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have 
only  negligible  effect  on  the  statistics  for  the 
bulk  of  the  commodities. 

(d)  Manufacturers'  shipments,  not  speci- 
fied by  kind.- -The  value  of  manufacturers' 
shipments  at  the  4-digit  commodity  level  often 
includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  5-digit  product  classes. 
Export  and  import  percentages  at  the  more 
detailed  levels  might  thus  be  slightly  overstated. 

(e)  Time  lag  between  output  and  exports. -- 
There  will  sometimes  be  a  lag  between  the  time 
a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by  the 
producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported. 
The  time  lag  will  usually  be  greater  if  the 
merchandise  moves  through  intermediaries 
(wholesalers,  exporters)  rather  than  directly 
from  producers  into  the  export  market.  Ordi- 
narily, this  type  of  discrepancy  would  not  be 
very  important  in  annual  figures. 

(f)  "Direct"  vs  "total"  commodity  ex- 
ports.--The  commodity  export  data  in  this  report 
represent  direct  exports  of  those  commodities. 
They  do  not  include  the  exports  of  the  com- 
modities which  are  incorporated  into  other, 
more  finished  products  and  exported  in  finished 
form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports, 
the  relation  of  exports  to  output  for  intermediate 
products,  such  as  steel  shapes  and  forms,  is 
considerably  understated.

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SUMMARY 

Production  of  titanium  ingot  totaled  58.1  million  pounds  in 
1973.  This  represented  an  increase  from  the  40.5  million 
pounds  produced  in  1972.  Likewise,  consumption  of  titanium 
ingot  also  showed  an  increase  from  39.0  million  pounds  in 
1972  to  51.0  million  pounds  in  1973.  An  increase  was  also 
reflected  in  net  shipments  of  mill  products  from  25.3  million 
pounds  in  1972  to  29.1  million  pounds  in  1973. 

Table  2  provides  a  comparison  of  data  on  domestic  output  (net 
shipments),  imports,  and  exports.  This  table  provides  a  con- 
venient means  for  comparing  domestic  and  foreign  trade  in 
titanium  mill  products.

LIMITATIONS  ON  THE  COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT.  IMPORT.  AND  DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 


Generally,  it  is  somewhat  easier  to  find  a 
reasonable  statistical  basis  for  a  comparison 
of  exports  with  domestic  output  than  for  a 
comparison  of  imports  with  domestic  output. 
Aside  from  the  differences  in  the  basic  com- 
modity classifications  used,  there  are  a  sub- 
stantial number  of  imported  commodities  which 
are  not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  are 
produced  in  very  small  quantities.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  merchandise  exported  from  the 
United  States  is  ordinarily  produced  in  this 
country  and  reflects  items  important  in  output. 

There  are  other  problems  affecting  the 
comparability  of  the  three  sets  of  data.  Dif- 
ferences in  methods  of  valuation  is  perhaps  the 
principal  such  problem.  There  may  be  elements 
of  duplication  in  output  data  but  not  in  imports 
or  exports;  low-value  transactions  are  excluded 
from  data  for  individual  export  and  import 
commodity  classifications;  and  a  small  portion 
of  manufacturing  output  is  not  allocated  to 
detailed  commodity  lines.  All  of  these  factors 
affect  comparability  to  some  degree.  For  these 
reasons  the  relationships  shown  in  this  report 
should  be  considered  as  only  approximations. 

(a)  Valuation. --Domestic  producers'  ship- 
ments, or  production,  are  usually  valued  at  the 
point  of  production- -the  factory,  mine,  or  farm. 

On  the  other  hand,  exports  are  by  defini- 
tion valued  at  the  point  of  exportation--seaport, 
border  point,  or  airport.  Export  values  are  the 
selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  include 
expenditures  for  freight,  insurance,  and  other 
charges  to  the  export  point. 

Further,  the  exporters'  trade  margin 
above  costs  increases  the  export  values  com- 
pared with  producers'  values.  Information  on 
the  magnitude  of  this  incremental  margin  on 
a  commodity-by-commodity  basis  is  not  avail- 
able. 

The  dollar  value  shown  for  imports  in  the 
basic  statistics  is  defined  ordinarily  as  the 
market  value  in  the  foreign  country  and  excludes 
U.S.  import  duties,  transportation,  insurance, 
and  other  costs.  In  actual  practice  only  the 
values  reported  for  imports  subject  to  an  ad 
valorem  rate  of  duty  (accounting  for  10  to  15 
percent  of  total  imports)  tend  to  conform  to 
this  definition.  For  other  imports,  the  reported 
values  may  inadvertently  include  ocean  freight; 
intracompany  shipments  may  reflect  arbitrary 
values;  etc. 

Thus,  import  values  tend  to  understate 
the  unit  prices  at  which  imported  goods  are 
sold  in  the  U.S.  market,  in  that  they  do  not 
cover  transportation,  insurance  costs,  import 
duties,  and  other  costs.  By  the  same  token, 
the  total  value  of  imports  relative  to  domestic 
output  tends  to  be  understated  if  viewed  at  the 
point  of  entry  into  the  U.S.  market.  The 
calculated  value  of  import  duties  is  shown 
separately  for  each  commodity  line  in  the  table. 


but  sufficient  information  is  not  available  on  the 
transportation,  insurance,  and  other  costs  for 
individual  commodities  for  those  costs  to  be 
shown  in  this  report. 

(b)  Duplication  in  quantity  and  value  of 
output. --Because  producers'  shipments  of  some 
commodities  may  be  used  as  materials  for 
incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combina- 
tions of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain 
a  certain  amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  per- 
centages of  exports  to  output  or  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  4-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be 
understated. 

Where  the  duplication  is  known  to  be 
substantial,  the  output  data  are  appropriately 
noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low- value  export  and  import  trans- 
actions.--Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for 
individual  imports  valued  under  $251.  For  ex- 
ports, commodity  information  is  not  reported  for 
shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100 
prior  to  October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have 
only  negligible  effect  on  the  statistics  for  the 
bulk  of  the  commodities. 

(d)  Manufacturers'  shipments,  not  speci- 
fied by  kind.- -The  value  of  manufacturers' 
shipments  at  the  4-digit  commodity  level  often 
includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  5-digit  product  classes. 
Export  and  import  percentages  at  the  more 
detailed  levels  might  thus  be  slightly  overstated. 

(e)  Time  lag  between  output  and  exports.-- 
There  will  sometimes  be  a  lag  between  the  time 
a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by  the 
producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported. 
The  time  lag  will  usually  be  greater  if  the 
merchandise  moves  through  intermediaries 
(wholesalers,  exporters)  rather  than  directly 
from  producers  into  the  export  market.  Ordi- 
narily, this  type  of  discrepancy  would  not  be 
very  important  in  annual  figures. 

(f)  "Direct"  vs  "total"  commodity  ex- 
ports.--The  commodity  export  data  in  this  report 
represent  direct  exports  of  those  commodities. 
They  do  not  include  the  exports  of  the  com- 
modities which  are  incorporated  into  other, 
more  finished  products  and  exported  in  finished 
form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports, 
the  relation  of  exports  to  output  for  intermediate 
products,  such  as  steel  shapes  and  forms,  is 
considerably  understated.  The  figure  for  steel 
exported  as  such,  does  not  include  steel  incor- 
porated in  automobiles,  tractors,  etc.,  which 
are  also  exported. 

(g)  Used  commodities.-- With  a  few  excep- 
tions, used  or  rebuilt  commodities  are  classified 
in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  as  is  new 
merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated 
to  the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are 
significant  in  trade.

Production  of  titanium  ingot  totaled  72.3  million  pounds  in  1974. 
This  represented  an  increase  from  the  58.1  million  pounds  produced  in 
1973.  Likewise,  consumption  of  titanium  ingot  also  showed  an  increase 
from  50.9  million  pounds  in  1973  to  62.9  million  pounds  in  1974.  An 
increase  was  also  reflected  in  net  shipments  of  mill  products  from  29.1 
million  pounds  in  1973  to  34.9  million  pounds  in  1974.

LIMITATIONS  ON  THE  COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT.  IMPORT,  AND  DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 


Generally,  it  is  suniewhal  easier  to  find  a  reasonable 
statistical  basis  for  a  eoiniiarison  of  exports  with 
domestic  output  than  for  a  comparison  of  imports  with 
domestic  output.  Aside  from  the  differences  in  the 
basic  commodity  classifications  used,  lliere  are  a 
substantial  number  of  imported  commodities  which  arc 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  are  produced  in 
very  small  quantities.  On  the  other  hand,  the  merchan- 
dise exported  from  the  LInited  States  is  ortlinarily 
produced  in  this  country  and  refiecls  items  important 
in  output. 

There  are  other  problems  affecting  the  compara- 
bility of  the  three  sets  of  data.  Differences  in  methods 
of  valuation  is  perhaps  the  principal  such  problem. 
There  may  be  elements  of  duplication  in  output  data 
but  not  in  imports  or  exports;  low-value  transactions 
are  excluded  from  data  for  individual  export  and 
import  commodity  classifications;  and  a  small  portion 
of  manufacturing  output  is  not  allocated  to  detailed 
commodity  lines.  All  of  these  factors  atfect  compar- 
ability to  some  degree.  For  these  reasons  the  relation- 
ships shown  in  this  report  should  be  considered  as  only 
approximations. 

(a)  Valuation  -Domestic  producers'  shipments, 
or  production,  are  usually  valued  at  the  point  of 
production-the  factory,  mine,  or  farm. 

On  the  other  hand,  exports  are  by  definition 
valued  at  the  point  of  exportation-seaport,  border 
point,  or  airport.  Export  values  are  the  selling  price,  or 
cost  if  not  sold,  and  include  expenditures  for  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Further,  the  exporters"  trade  margin  above  costs 
increases  the  export  values  compared  with  producers' 
values.  Information  on  the  magnitude  of  this  incre- 
mental margin  on  a  commodity-by-commodity  basis  is 
not  available. 

The  dollar  value  shown  for  imports  in  the  basic 
statistics  is  defined  ordinarily  as  the  market  value  in 
the  foreign  country  and  excludes  U.S.  import  duties, 
transportation,  insurance,  and  other  costs.  In  actual 
practice  only  the  values  reported  for  imports  subject  to 
an  ad  valorem  rate  of  duty  (accounting  for  10  to  15 
percent  of  total  imports)  tend  to  conform  to  this 
definition.  For  other  imports,  the  reported  values  may 
inadvertently  include  ocean  freight;  intraconipany  ship- 
ments may  refiecl  arbitrary  values;  etc. 

Thus,  import  values  tend  to  understate  the  unit 
prices  at  which  imported  goods  are  sold  in  the  U.S. 
market,  in  that  they  do  not  cover  transportation, 
insurance  costs,  import  duties,  and  other  costs.  By  the 
same  token,  the  total  value  of  imports  relative  to 
domestic  output  tends  to  be  understated  if  viewed  at 
the  point  of  entry  into  the  US.  market.  The  calculated 
value  of  import  duties  is  shown  separately  for  each 


commodity  line  in  the  table,  but  sutlicicnl  information 
is  not  available  on  the  tran.sportation,  insurance,  and 
other  costs  for  individual  commodities  for  those  costs 
lo  be  shown  in  this  repnii. 

(b)  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Out- 
put-Because  producers'  shipments  of  some  com- 
modities may  be  used  as  materials  for  incorporation 
into  other  commodities,  combinations  of  data  for  such 
commodities  may  contain  a  certain  amount  of  duplica- 
tion. Thus,  percentages  of  expoils  to  output  oi  imports 
to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  impt)rls  minus 
exports)  at  4-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  under- 
stated. 

Wliere  the  duplication  is  kiu)wn  to  be  substantial, 
the  output  data  are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low- Value  Export  and  Import  Transactions 

Commodity  informatiini  is  iiol  shown  \oi  individual 
imports  valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity 
information  is  not  reported  for  shipments  individually 
valued  under  $251  effective  October  1969  and  for 
shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  to  October  1969. 
This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on  the 
statistics  for  the  bulk  of  the  commodities. 

(d)  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by 
Kind-The  value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the 
4-digit  commodity  level  often  includes  a  small  amount 
which  is  not  distributed  among  the  individual  5-digil 
product  classes.  Export  and  import  percentages  at  the 
more  detailed  levels  miglit  thus  be  slightly  overstated. 

(e)  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports    There 

will  sometimes  be  a  lag  between  the  time  a  commodity 
is  produced  or  shipped  by  the  producer  and  the  time  it 
is  actually  exported.  The  time  lag  will  usually  be 
greater  if  the  merchandise  moves  througli  inter- 
mediaries (wholesalers,  exporters)  rather  than  directly 
trom  producers  into  the  export  market.  Ordinarily,  this 
type  of  discrepancy  would  not  be  very  important  in 
annual  figures. 

(f)  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports  -The 
commodity  export  data  in  this  report  represent  direct 
exports  of  those  commodities.  They  do  not  include  the 
exports  of  the  commodities  which  are  incorporated 
into  other,  more  finished  products  and  exported  in 
finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports, 
the  relation  of  exports  to  output  for  intermediate 
products,  such  as  steel  shapes  and  torms,  is  consider- 
ably understated.  The  figure  for  steel  exported  as  such, 
does  not  include  steel  incorporated  in  automobiles, 
tractors,  etc.,  wliich  are  also  exported. 

(g)  Used  Commodities-With  a  few  exceptions, 
used  or  rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same 
import  or  export  codes  as  is  new  merchandise. 
Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  the  extent  that  used 
or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturers  and  represent  the  total 
U.S.  production  and  consumption  of  ingot  and  net  shipments  of  mill  products  and  shipments  of  castings. 
Estimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation.  A  more 
complete  description  of  the  survey  appears  on  page  2.

Production  of  titanium  ingot  was  51.9  million 
pounds  in  1975.  This  was  a  28  percent  decrease  from 
72.3  million  pounds  produced  in  1974.  Consumption 
of  titanium  ingot  decreased  19  percent  from  62.9 
million  pounds  in  1974  to  50.8  million  pounds  in  1975. 
Net  shipments  of  mill  products  decreased  10  percent 
to  31.3  million  pounds  in  1975  from  34.9  million 
pounds  in  1974.  Reversing  this  decreasing  trend,  there 
was  a  54  percent  increase  in  castings  produced  in  1975

LIMITATIONS  ON  THE  COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND  DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 


Generally,  it  is  sonicwliat  easier  to  tlnd  a  reasonable 
statistical  basis  for  a  comparison  of  exports  with 
domestic  output  than  for  a  comparison  of  imports  with 
domestic  output.  Aside  from  the  differences  in  the 
basic  commodity  classifications  used,  tliere  are  a 
substantial  number  of  imported  commodities  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  are  produced  in 
very  small  quantities.  On  the  other  hand,  the  merchan- 
dise exported  from  the  United  States  is  ordinarily 
produced  in  this  country  and  reflects  items  important 
in  output. 

There  are  other  problems  affecting  the  compara- 
bility of  the  three  sets  of  data.  Differences  in  methods 
of  valuation  is  perhaps  the  principal  such  problem. 
There  may  be  elements  of  duplication  in  output  data 
but  not  in  imports  or  exports;  low-value  transactions 
are  excluded  from  data  for  individual  export  and 
import  commodity  classifications;  and  a  small  portion 
of  manufacturing  output  is  not  allocated  to  detailed 
commodity  lines.  All  of  these  factors  affect  compar- 
ability to  some  degree.  For  these  reasons  the  relation- 
ships shown  in  this  report  should  be  considered  as  only 
approximations. 

(a)  Valuation  -Domestic  producers"  shipments, 
or  production,  are  usually  valued  at  the  point  of 
production-the  factory,  mine,  or  farm. 

On  the  other  hand,  exports  are  by  definition 
valued  at  the  point  of  exportation— seaport,  border 
point,  or  airport.  Export  values  are  the  selling  price,  or 
cost  if  not  sold,  and  include  expenditures  for  freiglit, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Further,  the  exporters"  trade  margin  above  costs 
increases  the  export  values  compared  with  producers' 
values.  Information  on  the  magnitude  of  this  incre- 
mental margin  on  a  commodity-by-commodity  basis  is 
not  available. 

The  dollar  value  shown  for  imports  in  the  basic 
statistics  is  defined  ordinarily  as  the  market  value  in 
the  foreign  country  and  excludes  U.S.  import  duties, 
transportation,  insurance,  and  other  costs.  In  actual 
practice  only  the  values  reported  for  imports  subject  to 
an  ad  valorem  rate  of  duty  (accounting  for  10  to  15 
percent  of  total  imports)  tend  to  conform  to  this 
definition.  For  other  imports,  the  reported  values  may 
inadvertently  include  ocean  freight;  intracompany  ship- 
ments may  reflect  arbitrary  values;  etc. 

Thus,  import  values  tend  to  understate  the  unit 
prices  at  which  imported  goods  are  sold  in  the  U.S. 
market,  in  that  they  do  not  cover  transportation, 
insurance  costs,  import  duties,  and  other  costs.  By  the 
same  token,  the  total  value  of  imports  relative  to 
domestic  output  tends  to  be  understated  if  viewed  at 
the  point  of  entry  into  the  U.S.  rparket.  The  calculated 
value  of  import  duties  is  shown  separately  for  each 


commodity  line  in  the  table,  but  sufficient  information 
is  not  available  on  the  transportation,  insurance,  and 
other  costs  for  individual  commodities  for  those  costs 
to  be  shovm  in  this  report. 

(b)  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Out- 
put-Because  producers"  shipments  of  some  com- 
modities may  be  used  as  materials  for  incorporation 
into  other  commodities,  combinations  of  data  for  such 
commodities  may  contain  a  certain  amount  of  duplica- 
tion. Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output  or  imports 
to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  4-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  under- 
stated. 

Wliere  the  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial, 
the  output  data  are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low- Value  Export  and  Import  Transactions- 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual 
imports  valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity 
information  is  not  reported  for  shipments  individually 
valued  under  S25I  effective  October  1969  and  for 
shipments  valued  under  SI 00  prior  to  October  1969. 
This  is  beheved  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on  the 
statistics  for  the  bulk  of  the  commodities. 

(d)  Manufacturers"  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by 
Kind-The  value  of  manufacturers"  shipments  at  the 
4-digit  commodity  level  often  includes  a  small  amount 
which  is  not  distributed  among  the  individual  5-digit 
product  classes.  Export  and  import  percentages  at  the 
more  detailed  levels  might  thus  be  slightly  overstated. 

(e)  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports    There 

will  sometimes  be  a  lag  between  the  time  a  commodity 
is  produced  or  shipped  by  the  producer  and  the  time  it 
is  actually  exported.  The  time  lag  will  usually  be 
greater  if  the  merchandise  moves  througli  inter- 
mediaries (wholesalers,  exporters)  rather  than  directly 
from  producers  into  the  export  market.  Ordinarily,  tliis 
type  of  discrepancy  would  not  be  very  important  in 
annual  figures. 

(0  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports -The 

commodity  export  data  in  this  report  represent  direct 
exports  of  those  commodities.  They  do  not  include  the 
exports  of  the  commodities  which  are  incorporated 
into  other,  more  finished  products  and  exported  in 
finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports, 
the  relation  of  exports  to  output  for  intermediate 
products,  such  as  steel  shapes  and  forms,  is  consider- 
ably understated.  The  figure  for  steel  exported  as  such, 
does  not  include  steel  incorporated  in  automobiles, 
tractors,  etc.,  which  are  also  exported. 

(g)  Used  Commodities  With  a  few  exceptions, 
used  or  rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same 
import  or  export  codes  as  is  new  merchandise. 
Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  tlie  extent  that  used 
or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 
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The  statistics  in  this  pubhcation  are  based  on  a  survey  of  manufacturers  and  represent  the  total  U.S.  production 
and  consumption  of  ingot  and  net  shipments  of  mill  products  and  shipments  of  castings.  Estimates  are  included  for 
companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tabulation.  A  more  complete  description  of  the  survey 
appears  on  page  2.

LIMITATIONS  ON  THE  COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND  DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 


Generally,  it  is  somewhat  easier  to  find  a  reasonable  statistical 
basis  for  a  comparison  of  exports  with  domestic  output  than  for 
a  comparison  of  imports  with  domestic  output.  Aside  from  the 
differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications  used,  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  are  produced  in  very  small 
quantities.  On  the  other  hand,  the  merchandise  exported  from 
the  United  States  is  ordinarily  produced  in  this  country  and 
reflects  items  important  in  output. 

There  are  other  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the 
three  sets  of  data.  Differences  in  methods  of  valuation  is 
perhaps  the  principal  such  problem.  There  may  be  elements  of 
duplication  in  output  data  but  not  in  imports  or  exports; 
low-value  transactions  are  excluded  from  data  for  individual 
export  and  import  commodity  classifications;  and  a  small 
portion  of  manufacturing  output  is  not  allocated  to  detailed 
commodity  lines.  All  of  these  factors  affect  comparability  to 
some  degree.  For  these  reasons  the  relationships  shown  in  this 
report  should  be  considered  as  only  approximations. 

(a)  Valuation— Domest\c  producers'  shipments,  or  produc- 
tion, are  usually  valued  at  the  point  of  production— the  factory, 
mine,  or  farm. 

On  the  other  hand,  exports  are  by  definition  values  at  the 
point  of  exportation— seaport,  border  point,  or  airport.  Export 
values  are  the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  include 
expenditures  for  freight,  insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the 
export  point. 

Further,  the  exporters'  trade  margin  above  costs  increases  the 
export  values  compared  with  producers' values.  Information  on 
the  magnitude  of  this  incremental  margin  on  a  commodity-by- 
commodity  basis  is  not  available. 

The  dollar  value  showm  for  imports  in  the  basic  statistics  is 
defined  ordinarily  as  the  market  value  in  the  foreign  country 
and  excludes  U.S.  import  duties,  transportation,  insurance,  and 
other  costs.  In  actual  practice  only  the  values  reported  for 
imports  subject  to  an  ad  valorem  rate  of  duty  (accounting  for 
10  to  15  percent  of  total  imports)  tend  to  conform  to  this 
definition.  For  other  imports,  the  reported  values  may  inad- 
vertently include  ocean  freight;  intracompany  shipments  may 
reflect  arbitrary  values;  etc. 

Thus,  import  values  tend  to  understate  the  unit  prices  at 
which  imported  goods  are  sold  in  the  U.S.  market,  in  that  they 
do  not  cover  transportation,  insurance  costs,  import  duties,  and 
other  costs.  By  the  same  token,  the  total  value  of  imports 
relative  to  domestic  output  tends  to  be  understated  if  viewed  at 
the  point  of  entry  into  the  U.S.  market.  The  calculated  value  of 
import  duties  is  shown  separately  for  each  commodity  line  in 
the  table,  but  sufficient  information  is  not  available  on  the 


transportation,  insurance,  and  other  costs  for  individual  com 
modlties  for  those  costs  to  be  shown  in  this  report. 

(b)  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output— Becaun 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  a 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  comi 
binations  of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certaitj 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  outpu 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minu; 
exports)  at  4-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 

Where  the  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  outpu 
data  are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low-Value  Export  and  Import  Transactions— Commod\t\ 
information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports  valued  unde 
$251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not  reported  fo 
shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective  Octobe 
1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  to  Octobe 
1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on  thi 
statistics  for  the  bulk  of  the  commodities. 

(d)  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind— Jhi 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  4-digit  commodit' 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distribute( 
among  the  individual  5-digit  product  classes.  Export  and  impor 
percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might  thus  be  slights 
overstated. 

(e)  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports-There  wil 
sometimes  be  a  lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  producer 
or  shipped  by  the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported 
The  time  lag  will  usually  be  greater  if  the  merchandise  move 
through  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters)  rather  thai 
directly  from  producers  into  the  export  market.  Ordinarily,  thi 
type  of  discrepancy  would  not  be  very  important  in  annus 
figures. 

(f)  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports— The  com 
modity  export  data  in  this  report  represent  direct  exports  o 
those  commodities.  They  do  not  include  the  exports  of  th( 
commodities  which  are  incorporated  into  other,  more  finishe( 
products  and  exported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  onl^ 
direct  exports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  for  inter 
mediate  products,  such  as  steel  shapes  and  forms,  is  consider 
ably  understated.  The  figure  for  steel  exported  as  such,  does  no' 
include  steel  incorporated  in  automobiles,  tractors,  etc.,  which 
are  also  exported. 

(g)  Used  Commodities— With  a  few  exceptions,  used  oi 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  expor 
codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  tc 
the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade 
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
